TURKTSH AFFAIRS. 

Tho telegraph brings disquieting 
news from Turkey. It is asserted that 
the assassin of " Col. Cojimeroff, the 
attache of the Russian Embassy at 
Constantinople, will not be executed 
by the Turkish authorities, and that 
thu Sultan will resent any interference 
in the internal and fiscal arrangements 
of the empire. The Turkish press, 
moreover, breathes hostility to tho 
mission of Goschen, which lias for its 
I object tho placing of the revenues of 
Turkey under a commission similar to 
that which now regulates the provinces 
of Egypt. Objections ate- also raised 
to the' enforcement of the provisions 
of the Berlin treaty. Turkey wants a 
little moro time, which Gladstone is 
not inclined to grant. Perhaps the 
British premier desires to carry out the 
"hag and baggage" policy which he 
enunciated three years ago, when he 
declared that the Turk ought to be 
driven from Europe with all his ho- 
longings. It is evident that an im- 
portant coercive movement, in which 
all the Great Powers will join, is on 
foot, and it seems probable that Turkey 
will be stripped to its pinfeathers and 
ceaso to be a stumbling block in 
the path of civilization, and a fruitful 
source of disquietude in European 
politico 

WAS IT A SJTPBf 

A London dispatch says: "The 
■ Queen drove on Wednesday evening as 
she wits returning from Hyde Park to 
the palace, to the residence of Count 
Karolyi, to inquire after tho health of 
the voting child, which is not expected 
to recover, of tho Countess K.AROLYI. 
In the eyes of some people every little 
incident in the court and official ciicles 
just now is invented with the greatest 
significance, and it is hardly surprising 
that, the gossips should seo in this visit 
of her Majesty a pointed snubbing of 
the premier. It should bo remembered, 
however, that the Queen, who is one 
of the most motherly of women, never 
forgets her own great sorrows, and 
seldom omits to evince her sympathy 
with those who aro suffering, That 
. the Queen, however, does not waste 
much love on Mr. GLADSTONE is well 
known. Lord Beaconsfield is the 
greater personal favorite of the two, 
and he is probably held in higher 
estimation by her Majesty now than 
before his defeat. His full length 
portrait hangs at Windsor opposite to 
that of tho Prince Consort. The Earl 
himself is doubtless one of the happiest 
men in England. Tho dilemma in 
which his successor is placed gives him 
the keenest satisfaction, and he is, it is 
said, putting the finishing touches to a 
new novel." 



Tho Quoon's Birthday at Yalo. 

[Special Correspondence o( The Colonist.) 

To write on a pleasant theme and to 
feel unburdened by any obligation 
chronicling what would mar the effect 
of all we had elaborated is a task that 
only needs its own incentive to urge 
to tho performance thereof. 

Such, then, is tho nature and the 
purpose we have now in hand in pub- 
lishing through your medium an ac- 
count of what took place here on the 
24th inst. Never has this natal an- 
niversary of our beloved sovereign been 
celebrated with half tho eclat that 
marked the present event. Ten times 
the population took part in the demon- 
stration of loyalty and respect, and 
not one of either sex, to my knowledge, 
did or said anything throughout the 
day that could have offended the most 
fastidious of critics. The company who 
have undertaken tho gigantic task of 
piercing our mountain caiions and con- 
necting us with the rich interior by an 
iron road, through their intelligent 
and worthy representative here, Mr. 
Onderdonk, the contractor, showed its 
appreciation of British Government 
and feeling by setting free all their em- 
ployes that they might enjoy a holiday 
in concert with thecitizens. Not only so, 
but officer and man alike harmoniously 
engaged in the pastime that followed 
in quick succession under the ablu 
management of a committee of our 
townsmen, who were untiring in their 
exertions to render successful the whole 
of the carefully organized affair as an- 
nounced by programme. 

The engineers, also, with their men, 
were well represented and gave tone 
and character to the gathering which 
thus included all classes, races and con- 
ditions that for tho nonco enjoyed in 
common tho amusements of tho hour. 

A royal salute was fired at sunrise, 
the reverberating effect of which amidst 
this natural amphitheatre of majestic 
mountain peaks awoke a thousand 
echoes and most effectually aroused all 
from their slumbers with its belching 
thunder. 

At ten the living took its departure, 
carrying mails and passengers for ports 
below — and a splendid sight she pre- 
sented as she gracefully glided from 
her moorings with flags and pennants 
flying — a floating palace of which both 
owners and people are alike proud and 
hopeful — for sho fulfils moro than the 
expectations entertained regarding her 
qualifications for the routo sho adorns. 

Well dressed crowds began to throng 
Front street immediately after her de- 
parture to witness the Indian canon 
racing over tho swift and somewhat 
tumultuous current of tho mighty 
Eraser that here makes such a 
majestic curve or bend in its 
sweep onward — and these water con- 
tests afforded plenty of excitement till 
it was time to lunch. Douglas street 
then became tho centre of attraction. 
The balcony of Court House and other 
buildings were thronged with groups 
of ladie3 and children, gallantly at- 



tended by such of the sterner sex as 
preferred the society of the fair to 
the throng and bustle of tho public 
thoroughfare where horse racing, 
running and jumping matches and 
other sports occupied pleasantly the 
time and attention of eager multitudes 
till the dmvs of eve began to descend 
from the mountains and the sun had 
set beyond these everlasting hills. 

A salute at sunset terminated tho 
programme. Quiet and peaceably 
the night spread its sable mantle over 
our fast rising busy town. The holiday 
enjoyers had by midnight apparently all 
sunk to rest and as the poet sings "and 
left the work! to darkness and to mo." 
Thus, then, to the credit of Yale, and its 
new comers more especially, bo it 
spoken, not a single incident occurred 
to disturb tho whole course of tho 
day's proceedings. It was impossible 
for any such promiscuous body of peo- 
ple to lio better conducted. Tbore was 
neither drunkenness, rowdyism, cheat- 
ing nor ovil languago seen or heard by 
any one with whom we have conversed, 
and we can only hope it may be our 
privilege to speak in equally favorable 
terms of any future festivity or calo- 
bratiouof a general kind in this neigh- 
borhood. 

We think it matter for great satis- 
faction that tho gentlemen to whom 
has been committed the engineering 
and construction of this railway lino 
out of Yalo should be so evidently men 
of high principle, morality and honor. 
It is notic.ablo also that the foremen 
engaged by Mr. Onderdonk are all men 
of character and reputation, and any 
thing liko vulgar, abusive conduct is 
not tolerated or allowed on the works. 

We hope, however, tho government 
will lose no time in organizing an 
efficient police force at Yalo for tho 
protection of life and property, the due 
regulation and control for the saloons 
ami hotels, and the preservation of the 
public peace. Houses licensed to sell 
intoxicating drinks should have their 
hours assigned for traffic and not bo 
allowed to k« ep open night and day as 
at present. Gambling should be 
strictly prohibited, tho Sunday trado 
of stores and saloons with other secular 
business confined to no moro of this 
day than public necessity actually re 
quire and the Indian population should 
be carefully guarded from the intrusion 
of the whites. 

With such provision for the well- 
being of the entire community owing 
allegiance to our noble Queen, we may 
safely predict a steady progress and 
growth in the futuro on sure and last- 
ing foundations. G.

Luminous Paint in Railway Coaches. 

(EriKlish Railway News.] 

Wo understand that one of the car- 
riages on tho Great Western Railway 
has been painted with tho late Prof. 
Balmain's luminous paint, and many 
scientific men and railway representa- 
tives have taken advantage of their in- 
vitation to take short trips on the Me- 
tropolitan railway in order to test the 
efficiency of tho experiment.- It is 
gratifying to havo to announce that on 
all hands considerable satisfaction has 
been expressed at the result. A first- 
class carriage was chosen for the ex- 
periments and in the daylight its ap- 
pearance is very little, if any at all, 
different to ordinary paint, but during 
the time the carriage is exposed to the 
light the paint is rapidly absorbing 
the daylight, only to give forth the 
same the moment the carriage is tra- 
velling in the dark. At first tho light 
emitted is only slight, not that the 
paint is any different in its illuminat- 
ing piwer, but tho pupils of tho eye of 
the traveller have not yet been accus- 
tomed to the light, for, as the journey 
proceeds the carriage appears to be 
completely lighted up, so much so that 
the passengers are enabled easily to re- 
cognize the features of their fellow- 
travellers; while the time by a watcli 
is clearly discernible. This light lasts 
not a short time, but continues for a 
period of a few hours, when tho car- 
riage can bo again exposed to the day- 
light, and tho same process is gone 
through. The paint, when once ap- 
plied, will, it appears, last as long aa 
ordinary paint. It would be rash to 
say that the illuminated paint will ever 
supercede gas or oil on our railways, 
but we may fairly hope that it will 
effect a very great saving in those 
items. For trains running long jour- 
neys with tunnels occasionally inter- 
vening, the paint will be more valua- 
ble, inasmuch as tho oil and gas can be 
entirely abandoned, and the great 
waste at present experienced avoided. 
Of course it will suggest itself to the 
reader that tho "day lightening" of 
railway carriages is only one of many 
uses to which this novel invention can 
be applied. It might, for instance, be 
profitably employed for illuminating 
the saloons and cabins of ships and 
steamers. Already it has been em- 
ployed for the purposo of life-buoys, 
rendering them visible at night when 
thrown over iDto the sea for a long 
distance, while moving buoys havo 
also been treated the same way.

Sov- 
eral of tho passengers— amongst thein Mr. j 
Cambie, chief engineer of tho railway — | 
who were anxious to get on to Yale, took 
passage) on the Princess Louiso and ro- j 
turned here yesterday morning. The 
remainder, with the mails and freight, 
will stay at New Westminster until 
this morning and will arrive at Yalo to- 
morrow, evening, nearly 4 days from Vic- ' 
toria ! The detention, apparently, arose 
from a misunderstanding; but it is a most | 
unfortunate circumstance for thoso who i 
had business up-river, and demonstrates I 
more forcibly than ever tho importance of j 
maintaining a thorough line from Viotoria | 
to Yale. ' 



T2io Self-Starving Caao at Co-wichan— 
A Strange Story. 

Not long ago we referred to the case of 
a Frenchman at Cowichan who voluntarily 
starved himself to death — refusing food 
and water for a period of 10 days, -when 
ho died. We have received information 
which we deem it proper, in the interest 
of the public, should bo published. It is 
said that no effort was made to induco tho 
man to partake of food or drink ; that no 
application was made for a medical man ; 
that while ho lay slowly starving certain of 
his neighbors possessed themselves of his 
clothing, his milch cows (17 in number), 
his bedding, his farming and household 
utensils ; that before ho died tho house 
was stripped of every moveable objoct ; 
that the body, niton visited by tho coro- 
ner's jury, was lying naked on an old 
sack spread on the floor with another old 
sack over it ; and that as soon a3 the 
breath was out of the poor wretch's ema- 
ciated frame the key was handed to tho 
clergyman who attended him in his last 
moments and who now holds possession of 
tho estate. We give these statements as 
they come to us— suppressing names— in 
the hope that an inquiry into all tho cir- 
cumstances will be instituted. There may 
bo nothing crooked in connection with 
this torriblo case ; but it does seem at 
least singular that tho man, who was a 
well-to-do farmer, should have lingered for 
19 days within a day's travel of Victoria 
and no effort lie made to summon a medi- 
cal man to lii.s aid, or to save his life by 
the adoption of repressive measures.

Mr. T. D. Shorts, who arrived hero 
from tho Skaget country yesterday via 
Port Hopo, brings encouraging news from 
that gold region. Ho left Ruby Creek 
on May 17th and after assisting in tho 
selection of a route for a trail to tho boun- 
dary lino and blazing it out reached Fort 
Hopo with a goodly swag on his back in 
less than four and a-half days. Ho brings 
with him substantial evidence of the hid- 
den wealth of Ruby Creek in tho shape of 
some 8G0 in coarso lead gold which was 
rocked out by ono man in about five days 
at a claim situate four miles from tho 
mouth of tho creek. Tho prospects 
throughout tho ontiro country aro en- 
couraging and should tho main creek and 
its tributaries pay in a liko proportion to 
the presont indications there can bo little 
doubt that the camp will afford profitable 
employment to a large number of men. 
Provisions are very scarce and will remain 
so until tho trail n'uHopois oponed. No 
staple articles aro offered for sale and tho 
miners thus far have been compolled to 
rely entirely upon their own resources 
for the necessaries of life. They regard 
it as next to impossiblo to receive their 
supplies from Seattle rid Sourdough 
Mountain and look upon tho Fort Hope 
route as the only practicable avenuo to 
the mines.

While Pet- 
rucbio tamed his Kato by smashing 
tltc chairs and china Mr. Irving did 
not seem to follow that example, but 
for n while, no doubt, expected to at- 
tain matrimonial felicity by less violent 
means. 

It would appear that no two persons 
could havo been more unsuited to each 
other than were this pair. She was a 
dashing and very attractive lady, fond 
of society nnd attention.

After drying, the boxes 
arc run through a second machine at 
the rate of GO per minutr, receiving, 
under a pressure of 4,000 pounds, such 
embossing as may be necessary. From 
the time the paper stock is taken from 
tho bales until the perfect box is turn- 
| ed from the machine, manual labor is 
entirely avoided. By the use of one 
set of these machines 30,000 boxes can 
be produced per day, at less than one- 
third of the lowest market price of 
hand made goods, and doing the work 
of 200 hands as the process is ordinar- 
ily conducted.

PROPOSED LOAN FOR WATER 
WORKS PURPOSES, 



THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL l'.EG 
to, place before the Ratepayers tho 
scl'ieme of the Water Works Engineer for 
putting Hie City Water Works in a com- 
plete condition. 

To curry out tlio work ;i loan of $70,000 
U necessary, and the follcnviiigparticulars 
pluw the matter as clearly as possible be- 
fore, the Ratepayers for their judgment 
thereon. Should the loan bo effected and 
the work carried out the increase in water 
rents resulting therefrom will bo about 
•20 per cent. This increase within two 
years will bo amplo to meet tho amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fpnd of tho loan. Tho Water Works at 
present aro heavily indebted to the City 
for amounts taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of the hoad works. 
This expenditure was necessary in order 
to continuo tho present supply of water 
and to prevent tho entire destruction of 
tho previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lake. Tho said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly tho whole of tho surplus re- 
venuo of tho City for tho current yoar, 
and should it not bo repaid by moans of 
a loan further works on stroets will bo 
iuipossiblo without increased taxation. 
The loan of §70,000 is intended to carry 
out the Bchemo of tho Water Works En- 
gineer and to repay to tho goncral revenue 
for public works tho amount already ex- 
pended at the dam and elsewhere, which 
is noarly 815,000. 

Tho Ratepayers aro referred to tho En- 
gineer's report publishod in The Colonist 
on March '28th and to tho following 

s'cromo. 

City Hall, 22nd March, 1880. 
To Jli.< Worship the Mayor 

and Municipal Council. 
Gentlem-EN,— In ^compliance, with tho 
resolutions requesting mo to draught a 
scheme for the extension of mains and a 
better supply of water for tho high levels 
of tho City, .1 havo the honor to report 
that after taking into consideration the 
probable largo increaso of population, 
and' to guard against the necessity of 
being compelled to enlarge the main con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

I would suggest that it will be nocess- 
.ary to adopt the principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I find that tho 
high service reservoir to bo effective 
must bo constructed at an elevation above 
the level of the water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain tho delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in tho City and 
to effectively supply tho high levels I 
would suggest that tho 11 inch main bo 
extended frjm Douglas street along Ran- 
dom street, say to tho neighborhood of 
the Royal Hospital, as that would givo 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of tho City. 

A reservoir built at tho point suggested 
would havo tho following advantages: 
Tho level of tho water in tho reservoir 
would bo 58 feet below tho lovel 
of the water in Elk Lako, and 48 
feet will bo available for tho delivery 
of water from tho above source which 
will givo a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply sufficient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per clay and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour .10 fcot abovo tho 
lovel of tho water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sufficient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
inch pipe into tho high service roaor- 
voir which may bo built on tho high rock 
at tho top of Fort street, at an olovation 
of 200 feet abovo high water mark, or 8 
feet abovo tho luvol of tho water in Elk 
Lako; and that quantity would bo suffi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is intended that there will bo 
no connection between tho service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
in case of fire, As to sizo of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that tho low 
service reservoir bo buiit to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet squaro and 12 
feet deep, und the high service ono to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, 30 fcot Bquaro 
and 12 feot deep; and whije selocting tho 
boat plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic uso they should be built so 
as to bo ablo to contain thogreatost quan- 
tity of water in tho smallest possible area 
and covered so as to oxclude the light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intonded for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build the reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of tho rock and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that means for building tho bal- 
anco of tho wall, which would be 8 foot 
high, and that will mako tho reservoir 12 
foot deep, tho roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns. The coat of carrying out 
and completing the abovo schomo will not 
exceed 850,000, to which must bo added 
§10,000 which will be required to corn- 
pleto tho filter beds; but should you see 
fit to adopt tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications for the same. 
* In conclusion I may add that I am 
awaro that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Fort street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn tho water into it;

main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by tho proposed scheme 
from a hoad of 48 feot tho main conduitf 
pipe will deliver 37,000 per hour, 3,000 o 
which will bo effective for tho lilgties 
buildings on the high levels, while the r 
would also be a saving in pipo as well j a 
a more effective pressure on the city main 
in case of fire. I am awaro that Gold 
stroain has still Bomo advocates who 
beliovo that tho supply should havo been 
obtained from that source.; but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatover sourco tho supply is 
obtained, the proposed schemejia equally 
required by all.

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
Six Thousand Three Hundred and Forty 
Dollars to be raised annually by special 
rate for the paymont of tho said debt and 
interest, as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of the wholo 
rateable property of the said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to tho 
last revised Assessment Rollboing for tho 
year 1870 was §2,055,820, irrespective of 
any future increase of the rateable pro- 
perty df the Municipality and of any in- 
come in the nature of tolls,' interest or 
dividends from tho work, and also irre- 
spective of any income from the tempor- 
ary investments of the sinking fund or 
of any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating a yearly sinking fund for paying 
tho said principal of §70,000 and interest 
as hereinafter mentioned, it will require 
an equal aunual special rate of one-fourth 
of ono per cent, on tho dollar. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of the City to raiso by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodios 
corporate, who may bo willing to advance 
tho same upon tho credit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, a Bum of 
money not exceeding in tho wholo tho 
sum of §70,000, and cause tho same to be 
paid into the hands of tho Treasurer of 
tho said Corporation for tho purposo and 
with the object abovo recited. 

2. That it shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to oauso any number of debentures 
to bo made for such sums of money as 
may bo required not less than §100 each, 
and that tho said debentures shall be 
sealed with tho sod of tho said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and be signed 
by tho said Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall be 
made payable in twenty-five yoars at tho 
fan heat from tlio day heieinafter men- 
tioned for this Bylaw to tako effect at tho 
office of tho Treasurer of tho Corporation 
of tho said City of Victoria, and shall 
havo attached to them coupons for tho 
payment of tho interest. 

4. That the said debentures shall bear 
interest at and after tho rate of Sovon por 
cent, per annum from the dato thereof, 
which interest shall lie payable half-yearly 
at tho office of tho Treasurer of the Mu- 
nicipality. 

5. That for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
debentures and tho interest at the rate 
aforesaid to become due thereon, an equal 
special rate of ono-fourth of ono per cent, 
on tho dollar shall, in addition to all 
other rates, bo raised, levied and collectod 
in each year upon all rateablo property in 
the said Municipality during tho continu- 
ance of tho said debentures or any of 
them. 

15. Clause two of tho " Victoria Rovo- 
euo Bylaw, 1875," as amended by tho 
" Water Works Debcnturo and Revenue 
Bylaw Amendment Bylaw, 1877," and 
further amended by •' The Bylaw to Au- 
thorize the Raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," is hereby further amend- 
ed by striking out tho words "eight- 
tenths" and substituting tho words " ele- 
ven-twentieths." 

7. It shall bo lawful for tho said Muni- 
cipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, and 
such debentures shall bo so expressed as 
to entitle the said Council to redeem and 
purchase tho same, on paying tho amount 
thoroof and interest duo thereon to tho 
dato of such purchase to tho holders 
thoreof , and all debenturos so repurchas- 
ed shall bo forthwith cancelled and de- 
stroyed, and no ro-issuo of debentures 
shall bo made in consequence of such re- 
purchase. 

8. That this Bylaw shall tako effect and 
como into operation upon tho 1st day of 
July, A. D. 1880. 

9. This, Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " Tho Bylaw to Authorize the
